Deliuqnent Taxes Due the 


State. 


AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL SECTION. 


Another brutal murder hue been added 


to the record ol Fresno county. 


It was a deed that bad robbery for ita 


inciting motive and the perpetrator IB 
unknown. 


The victim w*a William B. Good, a 


native of,West A'irginja, 22 years'old. 
He kept ajBtnalJ,'atore and a poetoflice at 
Tarpey'Q spur switch, on tbeline of the 
3»n Joaquin Valley railroad, about eight 
and a half miles from thia city. 


His body was found in a Btabble field 


yesterday morning about 100 yards weet 
of the store, covered with blood, nnd 
w,ith a knife wound in hie breast. 


Sheriff Henaley and some ol his d8pn- 


ties went to the acene of the murder yea- 
terday morning, and made a careful 
measurement ol the murderer'B tracks, 
bat no other clew was diacovered. 


The Btoro was aeen open at 10 o'clock 


on the evening before, an anuaually late 
hour.-, The lights werp burning, and K. 
G. Maltfolraron who drove by-saw no one 
in the place, but did not suspect that 
anything was wrong. 


Early yesterday morning the store wat 


found open, but Good was not there am: 
a search revealed the bloody corpse and 
the other evidences of a horrible crime. 


Arch McGuire waa the firet witness 


examined by the coroner's jury in Ste- 
phens & Bean's undertaking parlors last 
ni»ht. He drives a butcher wagon for 
Mr. Burns and arrived at tlie store al 
about S.30 yesterday morning. Several 
train hands aud other friends of the de- 
ceased were searching for Good, and tht 
witness was the first one who discovered 
the corpee. It waa lyine in a stubble 
Held about 100 yards north of the etore. 
The deceased was lyinp on his b.ack and 
was covered with blood. 


Charles G. McGregor, a miner, waa 


the next witness, lie arrived at the 
store about 8 o'clock yesterday. 
The 


door was open. McGregor knocked, but 
received no answer to hifl summons. He 
looked Inside and saw an overturned 
chair in the back room. 
He waited 


awhile until the train arrived and the 
body was discovered. 


K. G. Malcolmaon, of Malcolmson'a 


vineyard, drove by the store last Friday 
evening beiween 7 and 8 o'clock .and 
again at about 10 o'clock. 
On the first 


occasion Good was sitting on the front 
step 
by a stranger who who wore a 


hat of a dirty white color. 
When Mr. 


Malcolm BOD drove by again at about 10 
o'clock tlie light was b'urning'intbe etore 
and the front door was open, but nobody 
was in eight. 
' ' '' 


Coroner Stephens said that the de- 


ceased after he bad been stabbed walked 
out of the hack door to the place when) 
he Jell dead ae was evidenced by h:d 
tracks and the blood spots. 


Robert E. L. Good, a brother ot the 


deceased and foreman of M. F. Tarpey'a 
vineyard, testified thtt he uwned the 
store and that his brother was working 
for him. 
The till in the left hand coun- 


ter had been pulled oat and several nick- 
els and ID-cent pieces were scattered on 
the iloo'. 


Opposite the till there were three or 


four drops of blood on a packing box. 
There were some blood spots at tho hack 
door, and there were blood stains all the 
way from there to the place where the 
body was found. 


The warty discovered the tracks ol a 


No. 7 boot on the far aide of the Toll 
House road alongside the railroad track. 
They were about five feet apart, and 
allowed that the man who made them 
wn" running. 


Dr. F. II, Sponogle, who made the 


autopsy, said that the wound had been 
made with a knife blade about six or 
six and one-half inches long. The knife 
entered about three inches above the left 
nipple near the broaet bone, cut oue of 
the riba, passed thiough a portion of tho 
lunp and cut off the main artery of the 
heart. 


Robert Good, in answer to a question 


ae to the amount of money taken by the 
murderer, said that $20 20 were fount) in 
the pockete of the deceased. 
About $49 


or -fuO were mieainp. The tracks of the 
murderer were traced about a quarter of 
a mile south along the Toll House road. 


The jury returned a verdict to the 


effect that tho deceased came to hie death 
from a knife wouiid inflicted by some 
party or parties unknown. 


There is no clue to the murderer.

The Opinion of Attorney General 


Mart on the Matter—Cases

The evening 'paper f* few days ago

1881-6, p. 3), and section 37S5 in 
so far aa they relate to time in which 
deeds aha111 be made, is nnconatitutiot.al 
KtaiJtYvoid and 
ahQrjIcl.'ba-disregarded. 


That portion of the "section above re- 
ferred to U uucpnetitatioual for the fol- 
lowing reasons": 


It in retroactive, applying to tax sales, 


certificates of eale nnd time for applying 
for 
deed, etc., occurring prior to the 


passage and taking effect of said flection, 
and making no provision for 
future 


transaction e. 


It impairs tho obligation of contracts. 


A certificate of sale issued by a IBS col- 
lector to a purchaser at a delinquent tax 
sale cannot be viewed in any other light 
than a contract—a contract tbat he, the 
tax collector, will in a certain time de- 
liver to the purchaser a deed, aud there- 
by convoy to him the title to the real 
properly-, upon performance by the pur- 
chaser of express acts mentioned in the 
certificates or contracts of sale, and laws 
applicable thereto. It is a contract en- 
tered into and binding for all parties lo 
the transaction. 


Section 10 ol Article 1 of the Constitu- 


tion provides: "No * * * law im- 
pairing tho obligation of contracts shall 
over be passed." 


It ia difficult to conceive of a law, m 


my judgment, more in conflict with tho 
above section of the conetitution than 
the statute or section of the code referred 
to- Tbe supreme coart had occasion to 
paes on this question in Kolhns vs. 
Wright. 93 Cal., 395. Even though tht 
section were constitutional, it- would ap- 
ply only to the sales made to private per- 
lons and not to those made to the state. 


Second—The contention made that all 


taxes due the state for ealefl made to t( e 
state are void and uncollectable on the 
ground tbat tbe taxes were assessed to 
"all owners or claimants known or un- 
known" cannot ba sustained, notwith- 
standing the decision in the supreme 
court in Brady vs. Dowden, 59 Cal., 61. 
In tbat case the assessment was made in 
the bndy otthe book to "unknown own- 
ers and to all owners and claimants 
known and unknown," and deed issued 
upon Bach assessments would be void, 
but there is no rule established in that 
•ase making the taxes void. 


In the eifje of Hearst VB. Egglestone. 


J5 Oal.,365, the properly was assoseod 
to "The Blue Hance Mining company, 
and to all owners and claimants known 
and unknown." 


In the case of 
San Francisco VB. 


Phelan, 61 Cal., G17, it was held that a 
recital in the assessment book under tbe 
head "Description of Property," that 
"tho 
property la assessed to parties 


lie ted, and to all owners and claimants 
known and unknown," was an Idle ro- 
cital, and did not vitiate the assessment, 


In the case of Bosworth Vfl. Webster 


04 Cal. 1, an aseeesmont for taxes waB 
held not to be vitiated by the words "to 
all owners and claimants known and un- 
known" appearing in the general head- 
!nK to tho assessment roll. 


In a majority ot the assessments made 


in Fresno county, where the exprflBsior 
"to all owners and claimants known and 
unknown ' is used it refers to Iho head- 
ings on the assessment rolls, und wher- 
ever the name of the person is men- 
tioned in that heading the heading is 
not part of the description, and such as. 
eessment and sale ia valid. 


!n tho rue of Lewie va. Rothcbild, 92 


Cal. 025, it was held that taxes were a 
lien upon realty, and could not bo ex- 
tinguished without paying the taxes or 
belling the property for the payment 
thereof, and is not barred by the etutute 
of limitations. 


Section 3710 of the Political Code pro- 


vides "that every tax has the effect of a 
judgment apainet the person, and every 
lien credited by this title haa the forco 
and ellect of execution 
duly levied 


against all propesty of the delinquent; 
the judgment is not satisfied nor the lieu 
removed until the taxes are paid or the 
property sold for tho payment thereof." 


Thie shows that whether or not the 


property ia sold for taxes the taxes are R 
lien upon the property and will BO con- 
tinue uutil paid. 


1 see no reason why the land owners 


of Freano county should not pay taxei 
the eame ae persons in any oilier part ol 
the state. The appointment made by 
you and me of an agent to eecurtfa re- 
demption of tbe lands sold lo the state 
was to give the owners a hearing in or- 
der tbat they might pay their taxea 
without the state takenit legal steps in 
the matter. This was in the interest o! 
economy to thecwLere, but if they are 
not satisfied to redeem at the least pos- 
sible expense it may become necessary 
to bring suit to foreclose the lien. Such 
proceedings on the part of the a-ate 
would be much more expensive to the 
owners than it would bo to redeem in 
the ordinary way.
